There was one thing that pu zzled 
a lot of people, “ What constitu tes a 
Property Tax Pay ing V oter?” (You 
u nderstand, only “ Property tax pay ­ 
ing v oters are allowed to v ote on 
tax measu res). It seems few, if any ­ 
body , knows what the term means. 
Is it only one w’ho is 
assessed 
on 
the rolls of a district? Is a “ Prop­ 
erty tax pay ing v oter” one who has 
some personal item assessed on the 
rolls? Or is it one who has some­ 
thing that is not assessed 
on 
the 
rolls bu t that is su bject to assess­ 
ment? 
The 
qu estion of who can 
v ote shou ld be fix ed in the minds of 
people before a tax election is held. 
As a m atter of fact, we Ameri­ 
cans know v ery little abou t what 
the law’s and reg u lations 
are 
that 
g ov ern ou r way of doing bu siness 
for ou rselv es. 


SCHOOL FINANCING FACTS 


Assessing tax es is one thing and 
collecting is another. 
Generally the total amou nt of as­ 
sessment depends u pon what 
the 
district needs or wants. 
Assessing a tax is assu ming that 
su ch and su ch a piece of property is 
worth so mu ch and w’hen all 
the 
additions are made and it is fou nd 
the amou nt assessed is not enou g h 
to raise what is wanted, then 
some 
“ histing ” mu st be done, and certain 
property , especially real estate, 
is 
boosted u p. 
If a certain 
amou nt 
mu st be had or is wanted, either the 
assessment mu st be raised to fit the | mov ed. It mu st pay or be 
sold for 
need or if the law permits a hig her 
j debt. One can not hide or 
conceal

Where school money 
comes

help make administration easier

facts in their minds. 
Abou t all most of u s are impress­ 
ed with, “ How MUCH do we hav e 
to pay ?”

Reg ardless of whether we 
raise 
money to satisfy bonds and interest i 
by a low rate and hig h assessments j 
or low assessments and a hig h rate, 
ev ery piece of

any ­ 
thing to worry abou t till tax -pay ing i 
day s come nex t fall. Here is abou t; 
the way the RATE will be set: 
After all 
assessing is done and i 
the total amou nt is known, it will j 
be determined how mu ch is needed 
to pay all interest and am ou nt du e| 
or past du e on bonds. Then a rate, 
may be 69 cents, 70 cents or any ­ 
thing u p to 
$100 
(w’hatev er 
it 
takes) will be set, w'hile the main­ 
tenance rate of 50c does not chang e. 
The total rate cou ld be $1.50. This 
new arrang em ent makes it easier to 
g et what mu st be had. No need to 
bother abou t the assessment u nless * 
some “ g u y ” g iv es in his property 
u nreasonably low. Su ch cases w’ou ld 
be cited to “appear to show' why ” . 
Then ag ain the hig h rate is a faster 
way to raise money and more of it. 
When a v ote is taken, reg ardless 
of how small, and reg ardless how 
small the majority , it holds ev ery 
squ are inch of tax able property ju st 
as thou g h 100 per cent v oted and 
as if 100 per cent fav ored it. 
Ev idently the bu siness way wou ld 
be to collect all we can, pay what 
we owe and make ou t on what is 
left. One thing certain, certainly no­ 
body can hav e ev ery thing they want. 
Good bu siness is to hig hly reg ard 
the INCOME, and pay all we owe 
and be carefu l of ex penditu res. Ev * 
ery tax dollar shou ld bu y 100 cents 
worth of serv ice or material, 
and 
there is a limit to wrhat any com­ 
mu nity can afford, in

l^ast Friday night in Pipers Field

Albany also had j 
trouble gaining through the Hamlin i 
line and a fumble on the Hamlin 12 
yard line set up the first Hamlin j 
touchdown. Taking over on the 12 
the Pipers picked up 11 yards and | 
a first down and Ferguson carried j 
the ball over from that point. A pass 
from Witt to Coles was good fori 
extra point. Score 7to 0. 
Following 
Hamlin’s 
touchdown, 
Albany received on their 12 yard 
line and returned 32 yards to their I 
44. Three 
successive 
first 
downs 
placed the ball on the Hamlin 12 
yard line. Three incomplete passes, I 
followed by only a yard gain thru 
the line let the ball go over to Ham­ 
lin on downs. 
Hamlin’s second score came 
in 
the second period of play after the 
ball had been worked to Albany’s 
12 yard line. Kelley, playing in his' 
first conference game, ran the ball 
over from that point. Kick for extra 
point was no good. Score 13 to 0. 
Just before the whistle for 
the 
half. Gene Witt took the ball on the 
Albany 30 yard stripe and raced 
around left end across the goal line, 
only to be called back and a 15 yard 
penalty was assessed against Ham- , 
lin for an illegal pass.

An Albany fumble was recovered by

Albany only seriously threatened 
i to score twice.
